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| INTRODUCTION. 


OME there are who have a ſincere Regard 

to the Holy Scriptures, and yet believe this 
Doctrine of Satisfaction, by the Merits of 

Chriſt; and though they cannot ſee any Foun- 

dation for it in Reaſon, yet ſuppoſing it to be re- 

vealed, had rather part with their Reaſon than to 

contradict what they think to be contained in the 

holy Scripture. Others there are, who thinks it 

better to part with the holy Scriptures than op- 

poſe their Reaſon, and though both. theſe may 

be ſincere in their Intentions, yet it would be 

better to reconcile Scripture and Reaſon toge- 

ther, than to part with- either Scripture or Rea- 

ſon; for if we part with either of theſe, then 

we may bid farewel to all true Religion, for 

whatſoever Religion 1s either contrary to Scripture 

or Reaſon, has not any ſtamp of Divine Ap- _ 
pointment upon it, for if Revelation is contra» _ ©. 
ry to Reaſon, then its not Divine Revelation; mY 
for, How can we judge what is, and what is 
not Divine Revelation, but by the uſe of our 
Reaſon? If Scripture and Reaſon is contrary 
to each other, then one of the two cannot be 
from Go D, who cannt be the Author of In- 
conſiſtagcies, for whatſoever contradicts the holy 
ON "T7 - Scriptures, 
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Seriptures, contradicts Reaſon, and to contradict 
Reaſon, is to oppoſe the holy Scriptures. 
Therefore I conclude, that none are ſo great 
Enemies to true Religion as ſuch who maintain 
Opinions moſt contrary to Reaſon, and father 
it on the holy Scriptures, which is the only 
way to cauſe the Word of Go Dato be flight- 
ed. Now. it we would have the uſe of both Scrip- 
ture and Reaſon, then we muſt reject ſuch Er- 
rors which contradicts both theſe, one of which, 
I think, is the Doctrine of Satisfaction by the 
Merits of Chriſt, as will appear hy conſidering 
tbelc following Lines, Wherein it's evidently pro- 
ved, that the Doctrine of Satisfaction by the 
N.erits of Chriſt is an Enemy to the holy 
$11; tures, an Enemy to Mens future Happi— 
ne's, and only a Friend to Popiſh Darkneſs; ſo 
its an Enemy to cur preſent Government, and

"Tis evident to me that I cannot hereby do any 
hurt to Religion, for if the Doctrine of Satis- 
faction, againſt which I write, were true, yet 1 
and others who calinot- believe it, cannot but 
have the ſame ſhare in it as though we do be- 
lieve it, for our believing or not believing can- 
not cauſe the Merits of Chriſt for us to be either 
more or leſs; for if Chriſt have merited any 
thing for us, we {hall undoubtedly enjoy it whe- 
ther we:can believe it or no, or elſe it cannot pro- 
perly be called Merits, for that which a Per- 
ſon mazz or may not enjoy, cannot be ſaid to 
be merited,: far whatſoever is merited muſt be 
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upon another's Obediene for our Acceptance 
with G0 p, to deceive all Telves, and fo truft

than to be deceived and for ever ruined by it, 
for they who owns that Doctrine of Satisfaction 
does imitate the fooliſh Virgins, Math. xxv. 8. 
who ſeek to be ſaved by another's Obedience: 
This 1s the fineſt Bait that ever the Devil in- 
vented to catch Men with; it cauſes the 


Thoughtful to deſpiſe Religion, and to look on 


Miniſters as ſo many Decervers, becauſe they 
cannot” but contradi& themſelves whilſt they 
own this Doctrine of Merits, teaching that 
Men muſt be ſaved only by the Merits of 
Chrift, and yet that if they are diſobedient, 
they muſt all periſh; this is like mixing Light 
and Darkneſs together, which can never agree; 
for if Men are ſaved alone by the Merits: o 


Chriſt, then Obedience or Diſobedience-does nok 
thing ts farther or hinder Mens Salvation. This 
is ſo plain, that thoughtful Men cannot but ſee 
it. and therefore it is that ſo many do deſpiſe 
the Miniſters of the Goſpel in our Dur But

more of this when I come to prove 
trine is an Enemy to the holy Scripts. 
It cauſes the Thoughtleſs, who will not give 


themſelves the leiſure to compare Things toge-- . 
ther, to truſt on that for Salvation which at _ 
Jaſt will deceive them, which they might eaſy-

diſcern if they would but compare one Thug Wl 
with another; and as this Doctrine of Sati- 
Hetion cannot be maintained if Men did Wroußh⸗ 
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ly conſider it, ſo they who lies in wait to de- 


ceive, perſwaces Men that it is not their Duty 


to ſearch into if; but, Chriſt and his Apoſtles 
taught Men to ſearch the Scriptures, to prove 
all things, this being the likelieſt way to en- 
courage Truth, ag not to examine and ſearch 
into it is the only way to encourage Er- 
rors, whereby we may ſee that that which 
will ſupport Truth will deſtroy Errors, and that 
which maintains Errors is an enemy to Truth; 
and they who are for promoting this Doctrine of 
Satisfaction, does ſeek to amuſe the World with 
Myſteries, pretending that the Doctrine they 
teach is what nohe can underſtand, and yet muſt 
be believed, as Dr. Owen zrgues in his Trinity 
Vindicated to the Reader, Now what we cannot 
underſtand, that we have nothing to do with; 
Dent. Xxix. 29. . 

If Gov ſhould give us a Revelation which 
we cannot underſtand, then it could do us no 
good; now the Apoſtle even glories in the plain- 
neſs of the Goſpel; but they who maintains 


Satisfaction makes eaſy things hard, and not | 


hard things eaſy: But theſe things will be far- 
ther conſidered when the Objections are anſwer- 
ed, I only mention it now to ſhew you how 
bad the Foundation of Satisfaction is, that it can- 
not ſtand without Ignorance, whereby Myfteries 
are maintained ; and if theſe Supports fail, then 
Perſecution muſt be joyned with it to keep it up; 
and by theſe means rheſe Errors have been 
maintained to this Day; though publick Perſe- 
cution is out of faſhion amongſt. us, yet: that 
which is more private is {till kept up, and we 
may be ſure, that all ſuch who withholds their 
Hands from doing Good, or that would be 'glad 
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to-fee Evil fall on their Neighbonr : Becauſe they 
differ from them in Opinion, that they would al- 


ſo deprive them of their Goods and Lives too, 
was it in their power; but Truth needs not ſuch-* - 


things to ſupport it, the more that is ſearch'd in- 
to, the more beautiful it appears; the more it's 


freed from Errors, the plainer it 18; the mere it's 


freed from Perſecution, the more it increaſes. 
But, ſays ſome, the Scripture is a Myſtery, as 


Dr. Owen in his Trinity Vindicated, to the Reader 


ſays, I knay our Adverſſar ies would upon the Matter 
decry any thing peculiarly myſterious in theſe Things, 
although they are frequently and emphatically i Scrip- 
ture affirmed ſq to be. Now then let us turn to thole 
Texts which treat of this Matter, and then, I be- 
lieve we ſhall find the Doctor miſtaken, 1 Cor, 2. 
7. Rut we ſpeak the wiſdom of God in' a Myſtery, even 
the hidden Wiſ{om which God ordained before the World 
unto: our Glory, Ver. 10, But God bath revealed them 
unto us. Eph. 3. ver. 4, 5. Ie may know my Knowledge 
in the Myſtery of chrift, which in other Ages was not 
made. known unto the Sous of Men, as it is now revealed. 
Thefe Words are ſo plain, that none can doubt its 
Meaning, and therefore the bare mentioning of it 
is enough to let us know, that theſe Things that 
once were Myſteries, now is not fo, but is plainly - 
revealed, Col. x, 26. Which is the Myftery bid ſince 
the World began, but now is made manifeſt to his Saints. 
How can any one read theſe Text, and yet ſay 
that the Scripture is a Myſtery ? It was indeed a 
Myſtery, but now it's made manifeſt, now it 
ceaſes to be a Myſtery, 1 Tim. 3. 6. And without. 


Controverfie great is the Myſtery of Godlineſs : God 


vas manifeſt in the Fleſh, juſtified in the Spirit, ſeen of 


Angels, preached unto the Gentiles, Belei ved on, in ths 
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. Myſtery which Men have nothing to do with;

| World, received up into Glory. When the Apoſtle - 
wrote this Epiſtle, then theſe Things were 
Myſteries; but after it was revealed, and by the 
Apoſtles made plain, then it was no longer a My- 
ſtery, and whilſt it continued a Myſtery, it did 
not belong to Men, but to Go p, according to 
Deut. 29. 29. Secret Things belong to GUD, for the 
word Secret and Myftery is the ſame; for in r 
Cor. 15. 51. in one Tranſlation tis Myſtery, and 
an another Tranſlation 'tis Secret, ſo that Myſte- 
ries or Secrets belongs to Go'D, and revealed 
Things to us and to our Children, if what Moſes 
faid may be believed: So that if the Scripture is a 
Myſtery, as the Doctor and others would have it, 
then it does not at all belong to Men, but to G05 
only; but the Apoſtle tells us, 2 Cor. 4 3. If our 
Goſpel is hid, or is a Myſtery, which is the ſame, 
as 1 Cor. 2. 7. It is a hiden Myſtery to. them that 
are loſt, in whom the God of this World hath 
3 the Minds of them which believe not, 
Vier. 4. 8 | 
| Can any one conſider theſe Things, without r e- 
Ffectipg on ſuch as own that the Scripture is & 
Myſtery, as that they lye in wait to deceive; 
For thereby they ſeek to render the beſt Revela- 
tion, that ever Men enjoyed, wholy uſeleſs, as a 


but Tet us conſider theſe Things which were Myſte 
ries before they wer® revealed, which, according 
to the Doctor, does yet remain Myſteries, 48 1 
Tim: 3. 16. 5 3 | En ns A 
(..) That GOD was manifeſt in the Fleſh - thi 
' 3s, that the Son of Gop, the expreſs Image of tlie 
inviſible GoD, took to himſelf a Body, and wa 
made Fleſh, and ſo was for'a time coverſant with 
"and manifeſt to Men.. This is what is ſo plainly 
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revealed in the Goſpel-Revelation, that all Chri- 
ſtians firmly believe it, and therefore it's now no 
Myſtery to any Chriſtian, though it ſtill remains 
a Wonder, and will be ſo for ever, that ſo glorious a. 
Perſon ſhould ſo humble himſelf as to become Man; 
but its being a Wonder don't make it a Secret, that 
none can conceive what it means, as it was to all 
the World before Chriſt came in the Fleſh. But, 
according to the Doctrine of Satisfaction, it ſtill 
remains a Secret which none can underſtand; for 
that Doctrine teaches Men, that he who was un- 
changeably Rich became Poor, which is all one as 
to ſay, that it is and 1t 1s not at the ſame time, 
which is no better than Lies; now, though it is 
no way contrary to our Reaſon, that the only be- 
gotten Son of Gor ſhould take to himſelf a Body, 
and ſo become Man, yet it's contrary to Reaſon to 
think, that one unchangably Rich, ſhould yet be- 
come Poor, This is ſuch a Myſtery, that it is near 
of Kin to the Myſtery of Iniquiix. 

Fuſtified in the Spirit. | Now this is neither 
a Myſtery nor a Wonder, that ſuch a glorious Per- 
ſon as Chriſt ſhould be juſtified,

Received up into Glory. } Neither is this any 
cet, becauſe its plainly FRO in the Scripy 
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ture; and it's no Wonder that ſuch a Perſon as 
our Lord is, ſhould be received up into Glory. 
Thus we ſee that thoſe thingswhich oncewere great 
' Myſteries to the World, are now no Myſteries at 
all; but they who would maintain the Doctrine 
of Satisfaction, ſtrive to prove thoſe things to be 
Myſteries which are not ſo, that Men may not 
diſcern the Corruption of their Errors. But I will 
no longer ſtay on the Introduction, only deſire 
the fayour of you to paſs by the ſmall Faults that 
may be herein, becauſe I have had no other out- 
ward Helps than the Bible and a ſmall Concord- 
ance to conſider of this Matter. And, 

- Firſt, I ſhall defcribe what this Doctrine of Sa- 
faction is, and then give ſome Reaſons why it cans 
not be true.

- Thirdly, Prove, by divers Arguments, that the 
Doctrine of Satisfaction, thus deſcribed, is an E- 
nemy to Go p and his Son, to the holy Scriptures 
and its pure Doctrine, to his Majeſty King George 
„and the Royal Family, and to the Salvation of 
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Frir f. To deſcribe this Doctrine of Satisfaction; 
| Tome calls it fall Satisfaction, given to Divine Jus 
ſtice by Chriſt's Death and Sufferings for Mens 
Tirimes: Others ſuppoſe, that it was not full Sa- 
tisfa&ion, for then there conld be no room for the 
exerciſe of Mercy, ſo that where the whole Crime 
is ſatisfied, there is no Mercy to be ſhewn; but 
they ſay, it was what G0 D in his Mercy was 
pleaſed to accept inſtead of full Satisfaction: 
Theſe are more moderate, though, I think, not 
more true than the former; for whether it was ful} 
| +Satisfation or not, yet If Go p accepted of it in- 
| #Kfiead of full Satisfaction, it may then properly be = 
"ealled Satisfaction, though not to the full what 
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might be demanded. I ſuppoſe, with ſubmiſſion 
to beiter Judgment, that if Gop is ever the more 
propitious or merciful to Men, only on account of 
what Chriſt has done and ſuffered, that then it 
may be properly called Satisfaction by the Merits 
of Cheift ; and if GoD is not more willing to 
ſhew Mercy to Men, only on account of Chriſt's 
Death and Sufferings, then. there is no Satisfac- 
tion or Merits of Chiift, and were it not for the 
exceeding Prejudices of Mens Minds, the 'bare 
mentioning of it were enough; for to ſuppoſe Gs 
to be more Merciful, is to ſuppoſe him leſs Mer- 
ciful' without his Son's Merits; and if Gop can 
be more or leſs Merciful by any means than he is 
Changeable, that which is Infinite and Unchange- 
able, can be neither more or leſs. The holy Scrip- 
ture ſays, that Go p is in Chriſt, reconciling the 
World to himſelf, but not reconciling himſelf to 
the World; for to be reconciled, muſt ſuppoſe to 
be ſome time paſt irreconciled, and ſo to be one 
thing one time, another thing another, Which- an 
unchangeable Being cannot be; and if Gor is naß; 
more propitious or merciful for what Chriſt hag .+ 
done and ſuffered, then there can be no truth in 
the Doctrine of Satisfaction, there can be no mes 
dium between theſe two Things; but this will be 
WH farther conſidered elſe-where. | Wet 'S 
| Another Reaſon why I think that the Doctrine 
of Satisfaction cannot be true, is, becauſe tis in- 
conſiſtent to it ſelf; for if Chriſt, is equal to his _ 
Father, then there can be no room for Merit, all 
| things being his own before, for any to merit, 
muſt ſuppoſe a having ſomething which he had 
not before until he merited it; and if the Father 
has ſomething which the Son has not, until he - 
merit it, then it's evident that the Son is not equal | 
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with the Father; and if he is not equal, as the 
Doctrine of his Merits does fuppoſe, then he re- 
_ 'eexved his Being from his Father, and then ſure he 
cannot Merit of him who gave him his Being, for 

| then all he is and has is juſtly due to him of 
whom he received it: Now we find by Chriſt's 
own Words, that what he did was in Obedience to 
His Father's Commands, Fobx' 10. 18. I haue power 
to lay down my Life, and ¶ haue power to take it again. 
This Commandment have I received of my Father. And 
again, If ye keep my Commandments, ye ſhall continue 
zn my Love, even as I have kept my Father's Command- 
ments, and continued in bis Love.“ By which we may 
Fee, that what Chriſt did was in Obedience to his 
Father's Will, as alſo, that if he had not thus done, 
ke had not continued in his Father's Love; thus 
you may plainly ſee that Chriſt could not Merit 
any thing of Go p, whether he is equal or not 
equal: Now we are ſure that the Doctrine which 
contradicts itſelf cannot be true, as we find this 
Doctrine of Satisfaction to doo 
Another Reaſon why I think this Doctrine of 
Satisfaction cannot be true is, becauſe the holy 
Scriptures repreſents Chriſt as Go p's Inſtrument 
or Servant, in the Old and New Teſtament, both 
In Creation and Redemption: and as it is ſaid, thay 
Gop Created all things by Jeſus Chrift, Eph. 3.9. ſo, 
I think, it rang th properly faid,” that Go p hath 
Redeemed the World by Jeſus Chriſt, as well as 
made it by him, for the holy Scriptures evidently

and his human Nature was at that time as Rich 


as ever it was, How then did he that wis Rich be- 
come Poor: Our Lord ſays, Fobn 17. 5. And now, 
O Father, glorify thou me with thine own ſelf, with the

tis evident be ſuffered in his higheſt Reine. 
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I have often times admired at ſome, that when 


they were letting forth the great Love of Chriſt 
would admire that ſuch a glorious Perſon ſhould 
fufler for Men, and yet they themſelves believe, 


that he could not ſufler in his higheſt Nature, and 


that that Nature which did fuffer was not glorified 


 *tijl after it ſuffered, I think it will not be amiſs here 


alſo to conjpare the great Love of GoD with their 
Notion and mine: The Scripture fays, That GOD 
fo loved the World, that he gave bis only begotten Son: 
He ſpared not his own Son, and that he delivered 
him up for us, and the like, and yet, according to 
their own Words, this his Son was the very ſame 
as he was before. as unchangeably happy as ever: 


Don't this way cf think ing leſſen the love of the Fa- 


ther? But if what we ownas tive, then did Gov in 
a true and proper ſenſe give up his beloved Son to 
ſofter for our ſakes; how and in what manner he 
thus ſuffered for us will hereafter be declared; 
now for GoD to give vp this expreſs Image of his 
own Perſon to ſuffer for our ſakes is Love beyond 
expreſſion, | „ . 

Let us alſo compare the Doctor's Confeſſion with 
Jeb 17.3. And this is Life eternal, that they might 


Ano thee the only true GOD, and Jeſus Chrift whom 


theu baſt ſent. That is, according to the Doctor's 
Confeilion, thee the only true G o'D, Father, Son 
and Spirit, and Jeſus Chriſt, whom thou the only 


true Gov, Father, Son and Spirit haſt ſent, and 


then the corruption of the Doctor's Opinion will 
openly appear to all; for if Father, Son and Spi- 
rit is one Go p, then the Father alone is not the 
only true GoD, ſo then the Son is as much the 
only true Go p as the Father, and conſequently 
four Perſons are included in theſe words, that 1s, 
The only true GOD, Father, Sox and Spirit, _ 
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Fleſh, John 1. 1

ther, Son and Spirit hath ſent; now tis evident 


that the fourth is not the true GOD, becauſe he, ; | 


ſays, thee the only true GOD, whereby he eee 


Jeſus Chriſt from being the only true GOD; fo 
that, according to their own Confeſſion, take it 
which way they will, Jeſus Chrift is only a Man: 
But we believe him to be the only begotten Son of 
GOD, by whom all things viſible and inviſible ' 
were created. Now the Doctor, and all that are of 
his Opinion, do own by plain Conſequenices, 
that the Son is two Perſons, though they in words * 
deny it; for all own, that he was properly a Per. + 


ſon before he came in the Fleſh, and if he took to 
himſelf a Body and Soul, as they fay he did, then 


is he properly two Perſons ; but if what the Scrip- © 
ture ſays of this matter be true, Heb. 10. 5. 4 Fo- 
dy haſt thou prepared me ; and that the Word was nad: 
4. that is, that he only took to 


three, and Jeſus Chriſt, whom this true GOD, Fa-

himſelf a Body, then the naked truth will appear 
to all. that he did ſuffer in his higheſt Nature, 


and fo it cannot be true to ſay, Father, Son and 


Spirit is one GOD, for GOD cannot change, and

ſo cannot ſuffer. By theſe Conſiderations we ſee 


how 10 nnderſtand that Text, 1 Cor. 11. 3. But T 
would have you know, that the Head of every Man is

ard the Head of Chriſt is GOD. 


I have mentioned theſe' ſhort Hints, to ſhew 
that we have a greater Eſteem for Chriſt, our Ma- 
ker and Mediator, than they who own the Doc-/ 


trine of Satisfaction; neither have they a greater 


Value for the Redemption wrought out by Chriſt 
than we, for the Doctor ſays, pag. 144. If Men 
* believe not, they are no leſs liable to the Pu- 
niſnment due to their Sins, than if no Satistac. 
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hive no? the Spirit of Chriſt, we. are none of His, 
and much more to the ſame purpoſe, and yet GUD | 
is {41d to be the Author of this part cf our Re- 
demption alſo, Col. 1. 19. For it pleaſed the Tathen, 
that in him ſponld all Fulnefs dwell. That of bis Ful- 
neſs me. may receive, and Grace for Grace, John 1. 16. 
COD hati given him the Spirit without meaſure, 
that he may pour it out unto Men as they all 
need it, aid improve it. E 7 4: 1 SIS ITRT 
T;irdly_ Anothe part of our Redemption is, For- 
giveneſs ef Sins. In Acts'5. 31. there we may ſee 
that GODisthe Anthor, and Chriſt is the Inſtru- 
ment of this part of our Redemption alſo, Him 
bath GOD lift up vith his Right Hurd, to be a Prince 
amd a' Savionr, to give Nepentauce to Iſrael, and For- 
giveneſs of Sins. e . 
#F-nrthly, Another part of our Redemption is, 
our being accepted with GOD; now it's ſaid, Eph. 
1 f. that GOD bath' made us accepted in his Beloyed > 
"Theſe thii'gs'deſerve more. Conſideration, but I 
have net time, therefore I only mention theſe _ | 
ſhort Hints, tRat you may ſee that GOD hath R. 
deemed the World by Jeſus Chriſt, as well as made 
it by him; and if this is true, as I believe it can- 
not be denied, then we were not Redeemed of 
GOD- by. Chriſt's Merits, as the Doctrine of Satiſ- 
faction fuppoſes: Some are ſo weak as to think, that 
'tis a diſhonour to Chriſt, to eall him GDs In- 
5 ſtrument, but he ſpoke of it as an honourable Im- 
: ployment in Jobn 5. 43. and the holy Seriptures 
: very often repreſents Chriſt's Honour in this ſtile; 
as being GOD Servant, Meſſenger or Inſtrument, 
but the Doctrine of Satisfaction repreſents it quite 


otherwiſe; as meriting of GOD: for Men. 
Now, if Chriſt was GOD's Servant to merit of 
him for Men, then it may be properly ſaid, that 
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towards Men; and therefore they ſay, Chriſt came 


GOD merited of himſelf, which is a contradiction; 
for whatſoever a King does by his Ambaſſador, is 
always reckoned as done by the King; now for a 
King to {end his Servant to purchale ſomething of 
himtelf for others, is even contrary to common 
ſenſe, and ſo] think is the Doctrine of Satisfaction. 
Theſe are ſome of the Reaſons why I taink this 


Doctrine of Satisfaction cannot be true: Some 


may here ſay, Is it not ſaid, that we were pur- 


chaſed with his Blood. 


Anſwer. That will come under Conſideration, 


the next, when the Objections are anſwered; but 


firſt give me leave to mention another Reaſon 
why 1 think that this Doctrine of Satisfaction can- 
not be true, and that is, becauſe it rendeis, the 
Death of Chrift of none effect; for if Chriſt died 
to ſatisfie GOD's Juſtice, then it was either for the 
Crimes of the Penitent, or of the Impenitent; if 
of the latter, then is Chriſt the Miniſfer of Sin, 
which cannot be true, and but very few do ſo 
believe it to be; if the former, that's needleſs, 
for nothing can cauſe GOD to love the penicent 
Sinner more than he does from the goodneſs of his 
own Nature, he being unchangeably Good, and 
ncthing can cauſe G OD to accept of the impeni- 
tent Sinner, becauſe he is unchangeably Holy; 
therofore, as he could not ſatisſie GOD's Juſtice 
for the ſincere Penitent, nor for the Impenitent, it 
could not be done at all, ſo the Death of Chrift isof 
none effect, and conſequently this Doctrine of Me- 
rits cannot be true. Some ſay, tho Go p cannct 
by any means become more willing to forgive 
Sins than he is by the Goodneſs of his own Na- 
ture, yet the Law muſt be ſatisfied. in order for ta 
make way for the diſplaying of Go D's Goodneſs

to ſatishe and to anſwer the Demands of the D 
vine Law, inſtead of Men that had broke it. JS. 
Now therefore let us confider thoſe Texts which 

they bring to confirm this Matter; Dr. Gwen treats 
of it in his Doctrine of the Trinity V indicated, page 
113, 114. he ſays, that he anſwered the Law, and 
the Penalty of it, and briigs theſe Texts to prove 
it, Rom, 8. 3. For what the Law conld not do, in that 
it was weak through the Fleſh, GOD ſending his own. 
Son, in the likeneſs of finful Fleſh, and for Sin con- 
demned Sin in the Fleſh. Sure it cannot mean that 
Go o condemned Sin. in his Son's Fleſh, that's im- 


poſlible, for in his Fleſh there was no Sin to be 


condemned; and yet if the Doctor did not ſo un- 
derftand it, then it can be nothing to his Purpoſe, 
and if he did thus take its meaning to be, then 


muſt he conclude that Go p imputes Sin to the 


Innocent, which cannot be proved, and is con- 
trary to all Go p's Perfections ſo to do, which will 
be conſidered by and by. Therefore I conclude, 
that there is nothing in this Text to prove that 
Chriſt ſatisfied the Law for Men: If we would 
know how the Law was made weak through the 
Fleſh, our Lord tells us, Mar. 7. 9. 13. Te reje@ the 
Commandments of GOD, that ye may keep your own 


Traditions, making the Word of GOD of none e eck, 


through your Traditions. They had ſo corrupted the 


pure Law of Go p, by their on Inventions, that 


now it could not anſwer the End for which it was 
deſigned, as may be ſeen in Heb. 8. 7, 8, 9. there 
*tis diſcover'd how and why Sin was condemned in 
the Fleſh; and this is what is meant 1 Ft. 1. 18; 
19. Were redeemed from a vain Conver ſation, received 
by Tradition from the Fathers, by the precious Blood of 
Chriſt. This that the Apoſtle here calls a vain Con- 
verſation, our Saviour calls a Worſhiping Go p in

Again, the Dogor cites Gal. 3. 13. Chr3ft bark 
redeemed us from the Curſe of the Law, beirg made. a 
Curſe for us; for it's written; cnrſed is every une that 
bungeth on a Tree. But 'twas not GS D nor. his Law 
that condemned our Lord to be hanged. on the 
Tree, but *twas wicked Men that thus made him 


à Curſe, neither can any from thence prove, that 
he did at all thereby anſwer any demand of the 


Law, for the Law had no demand npon him; and 


though he has thus ſuffered, yet the Apoſtle tells 
vs, Rom. 2. 13. that the Hearers of the Law are not 
Inſt before GOD, and conſequently are under ity 


Curſe; but the Doers of the Law ſhall be j uſſi ped, 
and ſo are deliver'd from its Curſe ; therefore 
Chriſt's delivering us from the Curſe of the Law 
is, by reconciling our Minds to the pure Law of 
Gop contained in the Goſpel-Rules, for 't is ſaid 
in Rom. 8. 4. That the Righteouſneſs of the Law might 
be fulfilled in us, (not in Chriſt) but in u, bo walk 
vot after the Fleſh, but after the Spirit; and becauſe 
he thus confuted their Traditions, and beautified 
that pure Law of GoD by his Doctrine, which 


they had corrupted, therefore they hanged him

| Here the Doctor cites another Text to as little 


purpoſe as the former, viz. Gal. 4. 4, 5. GOD ſent 


Forth his Son made of a Woman, made under the Law, to

2 word in this Text, nor in any other, that he ſuf- 
fered the Penalty of the Law; therefore I con» 
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clude, that the Poctor, and all who! beliovs ths | 
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Chriſt ſuffered the Penalty of the Law are miſtaken, 
there being no ſuch word in all the holy Scrip-

I ſhall now proceed to Anſwer ſome Objections. 
Fit, Some will object and ſay, if Chriſt did not 
merit for me, I find ſo much corruption in the 


| beſt of my performances, that I could not ever 


expect to be accepted with Gop. The ſtrength 
of this Objection lics here; in thinking that 
Chrift has more Sympathy or pity in him towards 
Men than Gop has in him, and if ſo how 
1s the Son then like the Father? no, he 1s 
better than the Father; has Chriſt Bowels of pi- 
ty and compaſſion towards Men? the Father has 
as much more pity aud compaſhion towards Men 
as he is greater than the Son, and Chriſt has taught, 
us that GOD will forgive penitent Sinners, and 
make kind allowances for humar.e infirmit ies, 
Luke, 18. 10. and follcwing Verſes: Now tho 
GOD is ready to accept of and embrace penitent 
Sinners, yet he will by no means clear the guilty 
or account any to be righteous becauſe another 
is or has been ſo; But every Man ſhall receive 


according to his deeds done in the. body, whither 


good or evil, as the Apoſtle ſays: Now if this 
is the caſe, be pleaſed to conſider what good can 
the merits ef Chriſt do you; For if you are a ſin- 
cere penitent then you are ſure that G0 D loves 
ſuch, and if you are not ſuch, then it's not the 
merits of Chriſt or any thing elſe that can cauſe 
GOD to accept you whilſt you are impenitent, 
unleſs you think Chriſt is the miniſter of Sin, and 
ſo imitate the papiſts, to place ſomething in the 
room of ſincere obedience to deceive your ſelves, 
_. Secondly, ſome will object and ſay, how then can 
Chriſt be call'd aRedeemer, e | 
W drfoer, 
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Anſwer, What can nothing prove Chriſt to be 3 
Redeemer but merits? -how often 1s it ſaid 1n the 
old Teſtament, that GOD Redeemed Iſrael out 
of Egypt? and yet none -will ſay that GOD me- 
Tited them of the Egyptians: If we confider Luke, 
1. 68. and following Verſes, we may evidently 
| ſee that it's a being Redeemed from enemies. and 
not, a being merited of GOD. Rev. 5. 9. and 
baft Redeemed us to GOD by thy Blood (not of GOD) 
which muſt have been the caſe if Chriſt had me- 
rited of GOD for Men, then it mult be properly 
ſaid that he Redeemed us of COP, but on the con- 
trary when the holy Scripture does ſpeak of our 
Lord's Redeeming us, it's always ſaid to be to 
GOD, and from enemies, from Sm, from vain con- 
verſation, from the power of the Devil, and from 
this preſent evil World, and the like: For to whom 
are Men inſlaved? is it to GOD or is it not to their 
own baſe affections and Luſts? and from whom 
then muſt they be Redeemed, muſt it be from Gop 
who does not hold them in ſlavery, but deſires to 
ſet them at Liberty? Sure then I think it's from 
Sin and the Devil that Chriſt has Redeemed Men. 
and not from GOD. By theſe ſhort hints you may 
ſee that Chriſt may be properly call'd a Redeemer 
tho! he has not merited any thing of Go p for Men. 

\ Thirdly, ſome will object and ſay; If Chrift 
came not to merit of Go p for men, what did he 
come to do? what only to teach and be an exam-- 
ple, might not an Angel, or ſome inferior being 
. come and done it, and ſpared fo Glorious a 
being as he was, before the World was; even the 
only begotten Son of Gov. _ . 
© Anſwer. Chriſt came to conquer the Devil, and 
Men prezudices, as well as to teach and be an ex- 


ample, and it is very likely that none — 9 
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ſelf or inferior to himfelf, was able to go thro 


this great work of Mans Redemption; and there- 
fore Go p ſays I have laid help on one that is migh- 
ty, which ſuppoſes that his work was very great. 
Again, it's probable that none of the Angels lo- 
ved Mankind with ſo great a love as Chriſt. did, 


X therefore the. Apoſtle ſays that the love of Chriſt 


paſſeth knowledge, and it's reaſonable to believe 
that it was the vehemency of his love that carried 
him thro' that great work with ſo much chearfulneſs, 
looking tothe Recompenceof Reward which Ithink 


- 


could be no other than Mens happineſs, and there- 


fore when the Apoſtle Reflect; upon the great love 
of Chriſt, he {ays whoſoever loves not the Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, let him be acurs'd *till he come. Now 
as I kinted before, that as Angels were inferior to 
Chriſt, ſo their love muſt be ſuppoſed to be muck 
inferior to his love towards Mankind, and theres 


fore had not love enough to cauſe them to be wil- 


ling to ſuffer ſo much as was needfull for us, in or- 


der to conquer the Power of darkneſs, and the pre- 


judices of Hen, And this act muſt be an act of 
love or a free act, therefore ! conclude that none 
was {o proper for this great work as the expreſs I- 
mage of the Inviſible Go p; For the more any be- 
ing is like to Gop the more love ſuch an one has 
to others Happineſs. Again, if any one elſe had 
come and ſuffered ſo much as Chriſt did, yet it 


could not have anſwered the ends as well, for it 


could not ſo much diſcover the great and amazing 


love of GoD towards Mankind; For we ought ta 


conſider, that the Devil's bait was to perſwade Man 


that GoD was an envious being, and ſo keep them 


from eating of the Tree of knowledge of good and 


evil, to keep them from being more like G00 


and ſo more happy. Now, the Devil could never: 


Nee been ſo eftegualy 2 gually 


7.99 7. 
tvally conquer'd in this device, if any one elfe 
had come and ſuffer'd as he did, neither could 
the prejudices of Men, have been ſo Effect- 
ually removed, if any other being had come to re- 
deem us, but his coming and fuffering 1s a com- 
pleat cure of the Devil's venom of prejudice in 
Mens minds. Now we may ſay with the Apoſtle 
1 John 4. 9. In this was manifeſted the love of GOD 
towards us, becauſe that GOD ſent his only begatten Yon 
into the World, that we might live thro him. 

| New for Go p to give this his Boſum Son, who 
was dayly his delight, Pro. 8. and by whom he 
made the World, Eyb, 3. it's all one as to ſay that 
Go thought nothing too dear to part with, to 
wake Men happy; and this if any thing can doit 
will cauſe Men to love GoDp, and ſo cauſe them to 
be happy with him. We may ſay as Rom. 8. 32. 
He that ſpared not his own Son, but delivered him up 
for us all, how ſhall bs not with him alſo freely give us all 
things. Now, tae Devil cannct per{wade Men who 
believe in Chriſt, with any pretence of truth that 
G0 p does not love the World, for their Anſwer is 
always ready, why then did he ſend his Son? ſure 
not to-condemn the World, but that the World 
thro' him might be ſaved? John, 3. 17, 1 ſay the 
Devil cannot perſwade them that Gop does not 
love the World, unleſs he pleads the Doctrine of Sa- 
tisfact ion, and ſo perſwade them that Chriſt meri- 
ted our Bleſſings of GOD, and ſo make Men be- 
lieve that GOD loved the Blood and miſery of his 
Son more then Mens happineſs: This indeed is 
an Effectual way to maintain theSerpent's Doctrine 
namely, that GOD is an envious being, and ſo 
does not delight in the happineſs of his creatures. 

Feurrbly, Some will Object and ſay, that GOD 
is good to Men, in that he hath provided one to 


merxe.

merit of him for them. Anſwer, According to 
the Doctrine of Chriſt's Merits, it proves that GOD 
was got into {ſuch a Rage with Men for doing as he 
had appointed. them to do, as ſome by their Doc- 
trine ſay, that is tranſgreſs his Law, that he could 
not Govern himſelf, and therefore got his: Son to 
help him' and ſo let out his fierce anger upon one 
whom he Loved beſt, that thereby he might be 
appeaſed towards them that had Sinned. Suppoſe, 
a Man that has many Children, and ſome of them 
Offend him and he 1s now got ſo avgry that he 
cannot ſtay his wrath, unleſs ſome one or other of 
his Family, that has never Offended him, will be 
content to be notoriouſly abuſed in their ſtead, and 
if he can get ſuch an one to, pour out his auger on, 
then either he will pardon them who have tinned, 
or force them to repent, or at leaſt try them it the 
will repent, and altho' the Father knows that it's 
beſt to try them if they will repent; yet he can- 
not ſtop his anger, unleſs an Inriccent Perſon will 
ſuffer in their ſtead: and thus his Wiſdom, his Pow- 
er, and his goodneſs, (if he has any)is all in ſup- 
jection to his furious wrath; and according to the 
Doctrine of ſatisfaction by Chriſt. This is 
the exact Picture of him whom they call Gov. 
Fijthly, Some will Object and ſay, that Go D is 
good, kind, and mercifull, according to the Do- 
trine of Chriſt's Merits, becauſe, he did accept of 
it. Anſwer, It proves indeed, that Gor Loved 
the Merits of Chriſt or his mifery, as above has 
been prov'd. as a Man loves the Money he receives 
for his goods, when he ſells it, which proves that of 
the two the price paid is of more Eſteem, than 
that for which it is paid, ſo that it only ſuppoſes 
that Go p Loved and valued Chriſt's miſery more 
than he did thoſe Bleſſings which Chriſt purchaſed 
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of him with his Blood: This no more proves Go p 
to be mercifull, than it proves ſuch a man is mer- 
cifull, becuſe he accepted of the money for his 
goods when he fold it. Any being muſt be account- 
ed more mercifull, who gives and forgives freely, 
than ſuch as will neither give nor forgive without 
ſatisfaction. 80 I think that they who maintain 
the Doctrine of ſatisfaction do reproach the Living 
Gon. 5 5 . : 
Sixthly, Some will Object and ſay, to deny 
Chriſt's Merits takes away great part of his honour, 
Anſwer, How can that be? when ſuch as cannot 
believe that Doctrine, do yet grant that he has done 
all for Men that was needfull to be done, we only 
ſuppoſe, that as it was impoſſible he could merit, ſo 
it was needleſs, and that God 1s willing encugh to 
give his Bleſſings without merits; willing to give to 
roper Objects. ſo that Chriſt's work is to prepare 
len's minds to receive GoD's Bleliings, and not 
Merit it. Such thoughts of Chriſt, muſt needs hon- 
our him. Again if Chrift Merited our” Bleſhngs of 
GOD, then it's evident, that GOD would not give it 
without it, and Chriſt is the expreſs Image of Gop, 
ſothen Chriſt will not give any thing without it's 
merited, nor forgive any without” ſatisfaction; 
and nothing can diſhonour Chr iſt more than ſuch 
thoughts of him. If I ſhould ſay, ſuch a Man is 
in all things juft like his Father, and then ſay, his 
Father is -one that will give nothing. unleſs it's 
merited, nor forgive any without ſatisfaction, 
Mould I not then diſhvncur both Father and Son? 
Thus you ſee that the Doctrine of ſatisfaction doth 
not honour but diſhonour Cbriſt. Go p hath; ſent 
down his own Image amongſt Men, that they 
might know more of himſelf, and tho”. nothing of à 
Revengefull Spirit was found in him, but alwaysthe

contrary: yet this Doctrine of ſatisfaction, repre- 
ſents GoD as much more Revengeful, even to 
his own Of pring, then the vileſt of Men are to 
their Ofspring. If Men would be perſwaded to 
think, Go p as good, as kind, as they hear his 
Image has been, then I ſuppoſe, there would be 
no need to perſwade them, that Gp is not hard 
to be prevail'd on to pardon Sins, if Men are peni- 
tent. : | | 
Seventhly, Some will Objed and ſay, If Chriſiſ 
did not ſatisfie Divine Juſtice, for Mens Crimes? 
what then can be the meaning of ſuch n as a 
ſay; That it pleaſed the Lord to bruiſe hin, 
he hath laid on him the Iniquities of us all, 
he bore our Sins, in his own Body on the Tre, 
and we were Redeemed by his Blood, he died for: 
the ungodly, for Sinners, for Sins, he is a Me mm 
diator, Interceſſor, Advocate, Propitiation, and 
the like? Anſwer All theſe Texts, with many 
more to the ſame purpoſe, do mean as ſomę ſup» + 
pate theſe two things: Firff, that Men receive ⁵ü 
ecial Bleſſings by Chriſt's undertaking: Secondly, 8 
that he had not died at all, had it not been forthe WM 
theſe | 


Sins of the World. Others ſay, that Chriſt 


Dr. ſays GOD Subſtituted another fufferer in their 
room, that GOD, ſo laid our Sins in and 
by the ſentence of the Law.upon him, that he 


made therein full ſatisfaction, for whatſoever Bs | 


. 
gally could be charg'd upon them, for whom he died.
